The measurement of voltage Vmes, the image of the current in the inductor, 
is performed between the common point of the resistors R1, R2 of the networit 
and the common point of the offset resistor and of the two resistors R3 and R4; 

as in claim 9. 

The dependent claims, definite and enabled by the specification, are also 
allowed.
